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John A. Jenkins 
Killed in Crash 


Through Milk Truck, En Route to 
Vermont, Crashes into Light 
Delivery Truck 


John A. Jenkins, prominent dairyman 
and one of Andover’s most respected 
businessmen, died at 7.05 yesterday 
morning at the Lawrence General hos- 
pital as the result of injuries received 
about two hours before when his milk 
truck was struck by a Vermont milk 
delivery truck on Main street at Highland 
road. Ivan Bellefeuille of Bradford, Vt., 
driver of the other truck was taken into 
custody by Officer Frank McBride on a 
charge of operating to endanger and later 
on manslaughter. 

Mr. Jenkins had stopped at the side of 
the road headed north and was standing 
on the left running board of his small 
delivery truck sorting out the milk bottles 
when the large Vermont truck, returning 
from making a delivery in Boston, crashed 
its right front mudguard into the left rear 
of the local truck. The truck body was 
pushed through the front seat up to the 
dashboard, even bending the ignition key. 
Mr. Jenkins was thrown 75 feet onto the 
center of the concrete roadway. The truck 
was pushed 170 feet. 

The Andover fire department ambu- 
lance took Mr. Jenkins to the hospital. 

lhe driver appeared in District court 
yesterday morning, pleaded guilty to 
both charges, and was held in $1,000 
bonds for the Grand Jury. 

Mr. Jenkins was born in Andover 49 
years ago. He worked with his father, the 
late Alvin Jenkins, in the milk business 
for a number of years, later taking it over 
himself, 

He leaves his wife Alice (Holt) Jenkins; 
two daughters, Eleanor and Elizabeth; a

Finance Committee 


Estimates $30 Rate 


Fails to Approve BPW Boilers— 
Suggests Additional Intake 
from Haggetts 


Total expenditures amounting to $592,- 
812.68, with a tax rate estimated at 
$30.05, were recommended by the finance 
committee in its annual report issued this 
week. In arriving at this figure the finance 
committee failed to approve of the two 
new boilers for the pumping station at 
$20,700, the ambulance at $3300, the 
William street road and drain at $8740, 
the brass band concerts at $200, the En- 
more street grass plot at $380, two West 
Andover water extensions at $4400 and 
#5800, the Shawsheen school gym floor at 
an unspecified sum, and the Maple avenue 
widening at $4000. 

Approved were: police car $634; moth 
department car $400; fire truck $6500; 
River road $6000; gravel road surfacing 
#5000; B.P.W. cars $1500; West Center 
playground $2500; Basso land, unstated 
price; High street walk $2400; Hall and 
Trott water mains at $700; and $294.70. 
The Richardson school roof work was 
approved for $100, disapproved for $400, 
it being felt that $500 would not be neces- 
sary. 

The restoration of the town wage cut 
was included in the regular budgets. 
Despite this, departmental recommenda- 
tions as compared with last year’s regular 
appropriations have jumped only from 
$562,504 to $566,784. Special recommen- 
dations as compared with last year’s 
special appropriations are down from 


| $28,794 to $26,029. Total appropriations 


have gone up from $591,299 to the recom-

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Sunset Lodge, Formerly Known as South and German Hall, Once Stood on 
Site of John-Esther Art Gallery 


Sunset Lodge on Abbot street was not 
always known as Sunset lodge, nor was it | 
always on Abbot street. During its slightly 
more than a century’s history the attrac- 
tive house which is now occupied by Miss | 
Hearsey, principal of Abbot, has been 
known as South hall and German hall, | 
while its official name of “Trustee hall” | 
never seemed to go much farther than the | 
meeting of the trustees which decided on 
that name. 

The house was built probably in 1833 
or 1834 for Rey. Horatio Bardwell, who 
had been a missionary to India but who 


returned to this country because of his | 
health. He was the husband of a Miss | 
Forbush of West Andover. Its original 
location was on School street, about on 


standing where Draper hall now standss 
facing School street. Davis hall was 
moved around to its present site, and for 
a year South hall managed to keep most 
of the light from the classrooms. In 1889 
it was moved across the campus to its 
present site, the long rear part being 
moved to Morton street and made into a 
dwelling. 

When Miss McKeen retired in 1892 
South hall was made into a home for her, 
and she renamed it Sunset Lodge. There 
she spent the six remaining years of her 
life. From 1898 until 1919 the house was 
rented by the trustees to private families, 
but after the war conditions became so 
crowded that the school again needed the 
accommodations. The sleeping porch was 
added during the rental period. 


the present site of the John-Esther Art 

gallery, next to the present home of Bur- 

ton S. Flagg which was then Prof. Taylor’s 

home. Mrs. Bardwell had young ladies | 
from Abbot boarding with her. As far as is 

known the next occupant was Rev. Henry 

B. Holmes, an Abbot trustee, who served 

from 1848 to 1855. Rev. Josiah Turner 

later bought the house, and again it was 

used for students. 

In 1865 the trustees of Abbot academy 
bought the house from Mr. Turner, the 
price being $3600. 

In 1878 German conversation was in- 
troduced into the family life at South 
hall, and this brought the name “German 
hall.” 

It was in 1888 that the house was 
moved.

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Finance Committee Has Taken First 


Step—Town Has 


to Do the Rest 


Don’t think, now that the finance 
committee has submitted its recom- 
mendations with the resultant esti- 
mated tax rate of $30.05, that your 
duty as a citizen is ended, or your 
interest as a taxpayer or rent-payer 
has been safely taken care of. When 
the moderator announces on the 
evening of March 8th that “The 
meeting stands adjourned,” then you 
may breathe a sigh of relief knowing 
that nothing much can happen te 
change your tax bill thereafter. But 
in the few hours before the moder- 
ator brings the meeting to a close, 
there are several things which might 
happen which would boost the tax 
rate up to $34 or even a little beyond. 

The finance committee was able to 
keep the estimated rate down in the | 
vicinity of $30 by failing to approve 
of a number of items in the budget. 
The persons who petitioned to have 
those articles inserted in the warrant 
are not going to stop fighting for their 
appropriations just because the fin- 
ance committee has disapproved; it 
might even make them fight harder. 
The Board of Public Works for in- 
stance has an article in the warrant 
asking for $20,700 for two new boilers 
for the pumping station. The expendi- 
ture has been disapproved by the 
finance committee, but that does not 
stop the Board from going into town 


meeting to ask the voters for ap- 
proval. If all the approved expendi- 
tures are voted, and then this sum of 
$20,700 is added, the tax rate will 
go from the estimated $30.05 to 
about $31.40. 

There are a number of other special 
articles which have been disapproved 
by the finance committee but which 
will undoubtedly receive support 
from the town meeting floor. There 
will be support from Shawsheen 
village residents for the gymnasium 
floor proposition, Maple avenue 
abuttors will want their street wid- 
ened, the ambulance will again bring 
up. a controversy, from Brundrett 
avenue and Pleasant street will come 
those wanting water extensions, the 
supporters of the William street 
article will be present to state their 
case. 

That is why the fight for a near-$30 
tax rate is really only beginning. If 
all these disapproved articles are 
voted on favorably at the town meet- 
ing, the rate will be up beyond $34. 
Not a cent more should be spent 
than the total recommended by the 
finance committee, and if any of 
these disapproved articles are passed, 
a saving of an equal sum must be 
made somewhere else in the warrant, 
possibly in some of the special arti- 
cles which have been approved.

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Married ‘Teachers 
Topic of Meeting 


The League of Women Voters held its 
monthly meeting in the November club 
house on ‘Tuesday at three o'clock. Mrs.

Mrs. Joseph Burns gave a summary of 
the findings of her study group on the 
Married Woman Teacher, tracing the 
activities of women in colonial times 
through the industrial revolution begin- 
ning in 1840 when women began to pro- 
duce in factories what they formerly 
made at home. Bakeries, laundries and 
labor saving machinery in the home gave 
women further leisure and they began to 
enter the professional and clerical fields. 
There are 11,000,000 women in the United 
States engaged in gainful occupations of 
which 3,000,000 are married women living 
with their husbands while an additional 
1,800,000 are either widowed or divorced. 

Domestic service engages the greatest 
number, manufacturing second, clerical 
positions third, trade fourth and the pro- 


fessions fifth. Some of the reasons married 
women seek gainful employment are to 
maintain a better scale of living, to pro- 
vide fuller education for their children, 

) help buy their homes, support depend- 
ants and a very few for pin money. The 
survey brought out that in the past few 
years the tendency has been to employ 
women teachers more on the basis of wel- 
fare or political favor than on the basis of 
efficiency, which is a severe blow to the 
merit system. Mrs. Burns mentioned 
arguments for and against the married 
woman teacher. It is argued that married 
women should not teach because their 
husbands can support them and that they 

© should stay at home and care for their 

| families. This was answered by the fact 
that many husbands today have no job or 
only part time while many full time posi- 
tions may not be enough to support a 
family up to minimum standards. 


Many unmarried women and single 
men who work have other means of sup- 
port but that argument is not used 
against them and in the case of dependents 
the married woman is not more likely to 
be made incompetent than the unmarried 
who may also have heavy responsibilities 
at home. Marriage itself does not unfit a 
woman to be a teacher and if a teacher 
realizes she will lose her position by marry- 
ing this check discourages marriage and 
restraint of marriage has been pointed out 
by courts as against public policy.

because the colonists wanted to set up a 
new, free type of government whereby the 
people were the rulers and from which we 
thereby derive the greatest good for the 
greatest number. Look at the practically 
flawless constitution which was drawn up 
with Washington as the chairman. It was, 
in my opinion, one of the greatest master- 
pieces of writing of all time ever assembled 
by such a group of persevering men. it 
had a purpose; namely: to establish a 
government whereby everyone was free 
and equal. They were determined to free 
all Americans from cruel and overbearing 
tyrants of government. 

So, therefore, when we hear Washing- 
ton referred to as the “father of our 
country,” we should not think of it as a 


poetic phrase merely intended to typify | 


his leadership more beautifully. We 
should think of it in the true sense of the 
word, for Washington was really the 
father of our country which would not 
have been a country without him. He was 
perhaps the greatest governor and pos- 
sessed the truest sense of government of 
any leader of any nation at any one time. 
He not only knew how to govern a country 
but he knew how to make a country. 
When he built the nation, he meant that 
it should stand up, and this is just what it 
has done. 


Exposed to the cold and snow for sev- 
eral hours on his saddle, Washington was 
attacked with acute laryngitis and sank 
rapidly and died December 14, 1799. His 


last words were characteristic. He said: “I | 


die hard, but I am not afraid to go.” He 
died without a struggle. He was mourned 
by the whole nation and amply deserved 


the epitaph: ‘First in war, first in peace, | 


and first in the hearts of his countrymen.”

because the colonists wanted to set up a 
new, free type of government whereby the 
people were the rulers and from which we 
thereby derive the greatest good for the 
greatest number. Look at the practically 
flawless constitution which was drawn up 
with Washington as the chairman. It was, 
in my opinion, one of the greatest master- 
pieces of writing of all time ever assembled 
by such a group of persevering men. It 
had a purpose; namely: to establish a 
government whereby everyone was free 
and equal. They were determined to free 
all Americans from cruel and overbearing 
| tyrants of government. 
So, therefore, when we hear Washing- 
ton referred to as the “father of our 
country,” we should not think of it as a 


poetic phrase merely intended to typify | 


his leadership more beautifully. We 
should think of it in the true sense of the 
word, for Washington was really the 
father of our country which would not 
have been a country without him. He was 
perhaps the greatest governor and pos- 
sessed the truest sense of government of 
any leader of any nation at any one time. 
He not only knew how to govern a country 
but he knew how to make a country. 
When he built the nation, he meant that 
it should stand up, and this is just what it 
has done. 


Exposed to the cold and snow for sev- 
eral hours on his saddle, Washington was 
attacked with acute laryngitis and sank 
rapidly and died December 14, 1799. His 
last words were characteristic. He said: ‘I 
die hard, but I am not afraid to go.” He 
died without a struggle. He was mourned 
by the whole nation and amply deserved 
the epitaph: “First in war, first in peace, 
and first in the hearts of his countrymen.”

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Town’s Oldest Resident Is Widow of First Associate | Georse Crooper 


THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


Editor of Townsman 


Mrs. Feronia (Rice) Carpenter suc- 
ceded to the title of Andover's oldest 
resident upon the death of Mrs. Charlotte 
Baker recently. Her husband, Rev. C. C. 
Carpenter, who died Jin 1918, was an 
associate editor of the Townsman for the 
first two years of its existence half a cen- 
tury ago and he w as a frequent contribu- 
tor, particularly of historical articles, 
during his lifetime. 

Mrs. Carpenter will be 97 on July 28, 
she having been born in 1840 in Auburn. 
She came here with Mr. Carpenter in 1872 
while Mr. Carpenter was studying at the 
Theological Seminary. They lived here for 
three years, in the old Mather house where 
the Tiltons lived for many years on Salem 
street. It is now a fraternity house. 

In 1885 they returned to Andover and 
resided in the house now occupied by the 
Salisburys on Bartlet street. They moved 
to the present home at 26 Morton street 
in 1804. Mr. Carpenter had held pastor- 
ates in South Peabody and Mount Ver- 
non, N. H. 

Mrs. Carpenter is a graduate of Mt. 
Holyoke, being one of the four living mem- 
bers of the Class of 1861. There is a daugh- 
ter Jane, alumnae secretary at Abbot 
academy and like her father much inter- 
ested in things historical, and another 
daughter, Miriam, who is dean at Wheat- 
on college.

Librarian Presents 
Annual Report 


The annual report of Miss Edna Brown, 
librarian, follows: 

January 5, 1937 
To the Trustees of the Memorial Hall 

Library: 

| herewith present the report of the 
library for the twelve months ending 
December 31, 1936. 

For the fourth consecutive year the 
library has shown abnormal use, and we 
have issued 83,776 volumes, 726 more 
than during 1935. Increased employment 
is now lessening the number using the 
reading-room, and people who have spent 


enforced leisure in reading, reducing the | 


number of books borrowed to a more 
normal quota, but we have gained many 
borrowers who are remaining with us. 

Issuing over 83,000 books also means 
that number handled on their return and 
involves a great deal of work on the part 
of the desk attendants, but all libraries 
spend more time choosing and buying 
books, getting them in shape to circulate, 
keeping them mended and bound, hunting 
up information for people, and _ telling 
them about the books they are taking, 
than in the actual business of charging 
and discharging the books. 


We have done our usual amount of 
reference work throughout the year, 
answering all kinds of questions, and 
interesting ourselves in very varied sub- 
jects at the request of our readers. We 
sometimes wonder whether the many 
people who enjoy an entertainment or 
play staged by some local society or 
organization, realize that behind that 
evening's presentation often lies a back- 
ground of library books, from which de- 
tails of costume, make-up, stage arrange- 
ment—often the entertainment itself— 
have been drawn. All the year a keen 
interest has been shown in books on house- 
building, home-making, and gardening. 
We have a really fine collection of books 
upon these subjects and their constant use 
shows that they are appreciated. Some- 
where in Andover are three new fireplaces, 
built from specifications supplied by 
library books. 

Great thought and care always go into 
the selection of books bought, and this 
year has seen 1861 new volumes added to 
our shelves. Special attention was paid to 
rounding out the collection in the junior 
room to meet demands made by changes 
in the school system. We have bought 
additional copies of books in special 
demand, but need still more. We have 
provided books for the youngest readers 
and have strengthened the collection for 
all grades up through the ninth. At that 
point, the young people are transferred to 
the senior room. Interest in the presiden- 
tial campaign brought demands for books 
on economies and government; conditions 
in Europe have awakened interest in 
world politics and international relations, 
in the furthering of peace movements, and 
the growth of brotherhood among nations. 
the demand for books of such nature indi- 
cates a development of personal responsi- 
bility among our citizens. As in past years, 
we have availed ourselves of the privilege 
aneowing from Boston libraries an 

ul expensive book wanted by a 
student, and, in our turn, have lent books 
to other libraries.

The room is frequently crowded to 
overflowing, and it has been necessary to 
limit the use of chairs to children actually 
studying. At times, the place resembles a 
subway car at the rush hour—standing 
room only. It is difficult for the assistants 
to find time for mending books and keep- 
ing shelves in order. ‘This intensive use of 
the junior room during the past year will 


make necessary a great deal of replace- | 


ment and duplication of books during the 
months just ahead. 

Miss Robinson made her annual visits 
to the schools and gave the usual instrue- 
tion in the use of the card catalogue and 
reference books. Since the children 


of standards in reading, she has been 
placing emphasis upon classics and books 
which have stood the test of time. In this 
undertaking she is receiving splendid co- 
operation from both parents and teachers. 

To further this plan, from a special fund 
belonging to the library, a carefully 
chosen selection of beautifully illustrated 
books was bought, choice editions, il- 
lustrated in color by famous artists, form- 
ing an extremely interesting and educa- 
tive collection.

At different times during the year, 
visitations have been made by workers on 
government projects; one to make a 


| descriptive list of all old oil-paintings in 


the building; another to compile a history 
y itself. This investigator, 
having requested all available material 
to be assembled in advance for him, 
examined, in less than twenty minutes, 
records covering sixty-five years, and de- 
parted. Other topical surveys have been 
made by other workers, and the library 
staff, while frankly amazed at their 
methods, has done its best to help them, 
and now awaits, rather doubtfully, the 
value of the printed results. 

During the March flood, the library, 
while itself unaffected except that for two 
days it had no electricity and had to close 
at dusk, lost eighteen books borrowed by 
people living in flooded houses. No charge, 


| of course, was made for these unavoidable 


losses, and we were fortunate in that only 
one expensive book was included in their 
number. 


When the Ballardvale branch was 
opened in 1918, it started with a modest 
number of new books, and a collection of 
duplicates and loans from the Memorial 


impoverishing its shelves. ‘To provide | 


adequate classroom libraries for every | 


grade in every school is not possible with 
our limited resources. We have been 
obliged to specify that books lent to the 


central schools shall be used only by those | 
pupils from outlying districts who cannot | 


readily come to the library. We cannot, as 


yet, supply books for classroom libraries | 


to be borrowed by pupils who live within 


walking distance of the library itself. It is | 


easily understood that the teachers would 
like larger collections for schoolroom use, 
and only our lack of books and lack of 
room, prevents our doing much more along 
this line. 

Rev. Katharine Ball has been a volun- 
tary teller of stories in the junior room 
during the past year, and there is always 
a crowd of children on Saturday mornings 
to listen, and to go away with another 
step taken toward the appreciation of the 
worthwhile in books. 


The library suffered a great loss in the | 


sudden death of Dr. Frederick Wilson last 
March. For many years he had been a 


trustee and a member of the book com- | 


mittee and a constant user of the library. 
Hardly a day passed that he did not come 
in, to glance at a paper, to borrow a book, 
or to ask a question. Flowers from his 
garden found their way to the library 


desk, together with little packages of | 


plants for gardening members of the staff. 


He was always eager to recommend to | 


others a book he had enjoyed, and his 
recommendations were invariably fol- 
lowed by a run on that especial title. He 
believed in books as

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The circulation at the branch has re- 
mained normal during the year. 

In June, the Division of Public Libraries 
of the State Department of Education, for 
the first time, made public its official 
rating of libraries in Massachusetts, list- 
ing those which were up to standards it 
had set. The libraries were divided into 
groups according to the population of 
their towns and then graded in each 
group, according to certain fixed stand- 
ards, covering trustees, education of 


| library employees, administration, choice 


of books, work with children, reference 
work, income, circulation, ete. In the 
population group to which Andover be- 
longs, there were thirty-eight towns, and 
of those thirty-eight, only eight came up 
to the required standards. The Memorial 
Hall library was listed second of the eight, 
being excelled only by Concord. 

We despair of ever outranking Concord, 
whose public library has an income of two 
dollars per capita on the basis of popula- 
tion, but we intend so to keep our stand- 
ards that we shall not drop from the rating 
given us.
